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ANY TIMES BEFORE coming 

to the Home I have heard 

people say, “We are losing the 
children and too many are leaving 
the Home unsaved.” It may have been 
true in the past; but in the last 
eighteen months I have seen more 
people blessed than I have ever seen 
in any local church. If we just stop 
and think of the youth of today and 
all the outside pleasure they have of- 
fered to them, we can easily realize 
how important it is to do everything 
for them that we possibly can. 

I firmly believe that all of our 246 
children want to be Christians and 
have a desire to live a Christian life. 
We, as the management, must con- 
sider the child’s background and work 
from that angle, as well as all others. 
We must help them to understand 
the true way of life, and then it is 
much easier to get them converted. 


The average child we get has but 
one real thing in mind, and that is 
just to live and barely get along; after 
months of training, however, his de- 
sires are changed. I have seen dozens 
of them have a complete change of 
heart and say, “My desire is to be 
good and live a Christian life and 
lead others to my Saviour.” One of the 
best methods of changing their desire 
is a constant, daily routine of teaching 
the Word. 

In the last revival I saw the evan- 
gelist, the Reverend Floyd Timmer- 
man, preach as I never saw him 
preach before. The messages brought 
about a desire in the children to be 
better boys and girls. The results were 
great. Over 160 took part in the 
Lord’s Supper and feet-washing, and 
94 were baptized in water in one Sun- 
day evening service. For the first time 
in my thirty-two years in the Church, 
the children begged for the revival to 
continue. Again I must say, we must 
create a desire among them for more 
of God’s power. 

Our aim is, and always will be, to 
see that every child becomes a Chris- 
tian, but we cannot force them to be

one. We see that the Bible is taught 
daily to them. Every morning before 
breakfast the Scripture is read to all 
children and prayer is offered three 
times before we eat. We have our 
home devotion before they retire each 
night. Many times the housemother 
will appoint one of the children to 
lead, and will go through the whole 
group until each one has had the op- 
portunity of leading the devotion. 
They sing choruses, quote Scriptures, 
have testimonies, pray and do many 
other interesting things that will help 
them to grow spiritually. Even the 
smallest child will stand up and sing 
a special song, and not be too shy, 
because he is grouped with others of 
the same age, and they are all work- 
ing and learning together. 

We have youth services weekly. We 
have a new group leader every three 
months, and he, in turn, uses the 
youth of the Home to get up the pro- 
grams each week. The group leader 
strives to have every boy and girl on 
the program at least once during the 
three-month period that he is in 


charge. This gives every child the op- 
portunity of using his talent for the 
Lord, and in doing so, he may gain 
other talents. Their training here will 
be of much importance to them after 
they go out from us, and we are 
endeavoring to help them to be in- 
strumental in God’s hand, to work in 
His vineyard. 

We have Sunday School and preach- 
ing every Sunday morning, and serv- 
ices on Sunday night. We are schedul- 
ing a revival each four months this 
year. We have outstanding ministers 
coming to us each month. Since the 
Assembly, we have had Brother Carter 
from South Africa, Brother Ford from 
Indiana, and Brother Willis as an 
evangelist; and many more outstand- 
ing ministers are expected to speak 
here before long. We believe that if 
we give these children the right kind 
of spiritual food they need, there will 
be more results than ever before. 
Again, may I say, our aim is to give 
them the best in the Church. After 
we have a child a few months, we can 
see a change in his daily life. There 
are a few who are very hard to reach, 
and prayers are offered up daily for 
them. 

Our spiritual side of the Home is 
as good as the average church. We 
have six licensed ministers on our 
staff and thirty-one laymen. With 
this group of fine workers we are 
bound to see great results. 

This year we have sent all high 
school students to Lee College. Often 
we have lost a soul in the high school 
department, .so we are trying to save 
every one of them; and we hope that 
by sending them to Lee, a goodly 
number will become good church 
workers and the results will be much 
greater than they have ever been. 
We have several boys in the U. S. 
Armed Forces and a good number are 
Christians. Some of them ‘send their 
tithes back to the church where they 
belong. We have a few who are minis- 
ters; we are very proud of each one,

So you ask, “What is your health 
program?” Each year every boy and 
girl has a physical examination. Upon 
examination the condition of most of 
the children is good. If any recommen- 
dations are made by the doctor, these

tion shots for the dreaded diseases. 
We believe that prevention is the best 
way to combat disease. Until recently 
we have had a dentist twice a week 
to give proper care to the children’s 
teeth. 

A well-balanced diet, along with 
plenty of wholesome exercise and 
sleep, is encouraged to maintain good 
health. 

In case of sickness we have a well- 
equipped infirmary with twelve beds, 
a treatment and medicine room, bath- 
rooms and kitchen. 

Our health program is carried out 
by the superintendents, matrons, doc- 
tors, county health nurse, and the 
registered nurse of the home. We all 
work together and feel we have God’s 
blessings upon us.

The Church of God with head- 
quarters on Montgomery Avenue, 
Cleveland, Tennessee, has continually 
maintained and operated an orphan- 
age (now the Church of God Home 
for Children) since ' 1920. The work 
had a very small beginning when, in 
December of that year, a frame build- 
ing was rented on the corner of Mont- 

.gomery Avenue and Twenty-fifth 
Street, and three small needy children 
were cared for. This building was soon 
filled and other quarters were needed 
to care for more children. 

Two more homes were built on 
Barnes Street and Twenty-fifth Street, 
and later another house was built on 
Twenty-fifth Street to care for girls 
only. In the early thirties a farm was 
purchased, and the boys were moved 
there where it was necessary to build 
a new dormitory to care for the ever- 
increasing number admitted to the 
Home. 

In the late thirties this farm was 
sold, and a larger farm was purchased 
on South Lee Highway, about five 
miles south of Cleveland. There a nice 
brick dormitory was erected with liv- 
ing quarters for children and matrons. 
A kitchen and dining hall were also 
added to this building. A modern dairy 
was built here and milk was furnished 
the girl’s home in Cleveland. Expan- 
sion was still needed, and when the 
Bible Training School moved to Sevier- 
ville, the large dormitory on Peoples 
Street was purchased, giving more 
room for girls. At this time, also, a 
new farm was purchased on Old Ben- 
ton Pike where eighteen or twenty 
boys were cared for and given gainful 
employment. Many vegetables and 
other foods were raised on the farms, 
and much food was canned and pre- 
served for winter use. 

In 1949 plans were made to move 

@ the children to Sevierville, Tennes- 

see, the former home of Bible Train- 
ing School, since this property had 
been vacated when Bob Jones College 
was purchased and the school moved 
back to Cleveland. The South Lee High-

way property was sold to the Presby- 
terian Church and is now operated 
as an orphanage by them. The girl’s 
homes and the Benton Pike farm were 
also disposed of in Cleveland. The re- 
ceipts from these sales were used in 
making ready our new Home for Chil- 
dren in Sevierville. In the fall of 1949 
the children were transferred to their 
new home. Some liked the change 
while others felt more at home in 
Cleveland. 


This new property consists of sixty- 
two acres of land, of which about 
thirty acres are river bottom land 
and very productive. The nine cam- 
pus buildings are in a semicircle, with 
the administration building near the 
center. The dormitories are two-story 
buildings except the one on the south 
end, which is a three-story building. 
This building and the adjoining dorm- 
itory house the boys, while the dormi- 
tory on the north end of campus and 
space above the dining hall house the 
girls. 


The administration building annex, 
or academic building, is a four-story 


building housing a modern laundry 
in the basement; on the next floor 
is the kitchen and dining room; on 
the third floor is a small girls’ nur- 
sery; and on the’ next floor is the 
auditorium where chapel services for 
school and where all of our regular 
worship services are held. The twenty- 
four soundproof piano studios on the 
balcony of the auditorium provide ex- 
cellent rooms for Sunday School 
classes. 

The old auditorium in the admin- 
istration building has been converted 
into an infirmary where sick children 
are cared for by a registered nurse. 
All the buildings on the campus are 
heated by one central heating plant 
with the exception of the homes of 
the superintendent and assistant su- 
perintendent, and the duplex homes. 

Most of the fresh meats used are 
raised on the farm. At this time there 
are around 160 hogs and forty head 
of beef cattle. Corn and hay are 
grown on the farm. We also have a 
nice vegetable garden where quanti- 
ties of fresh vegetables are produced. 

At this date we have 240 boys and 
girls in the Home, with 206 in ele- 
mentary school, 16 in Lee College high 
school department and twenty pre- 
school children. The county and state 
operate an elementary school in our 
administration building, with only our 
children attending. 

To this point I have described the 
physical plants used for the care of 
the children; now I shall endeavor to 
tell you of the training these children 
receive. First’ and foremost is their 
spiritual training. However, I shall deal 
with other aspects of their training. 
Physical development.is important for 
we are building strong bodies (temples 
for God to dwell in), and it is dif- 
ficult for one to be at his best without 
a strong body. For physical develop- 
ment a modern, all-season swimming 
pool was erected last winter; this has 
proved a valuable asset in the develop- 
ment of strong bodies, as well as

dren’s Home of North Caro- 

lina is situated on a beautiful 
zau-acre tract of land between Con- 
cord and Kannapolis, North Carolina. 
At present there are thirty-two boys 
and thirty-two girls, in the home mak- 
ing a total of sixty-four children 
ranging in age from 5 to 20 years. 
Sixty-three of these children attend 
public schools, and all of them at- 
tend the Kannapolis Church of God. 

The Home for Children has just 
completed a beautiful eight-room 
brick superintendent’s home, which 
with the furniture is valued at 18,000. 
We intend to build a modern 
dining hall and kitchen just as soon 
as plans are completed. The old dining 
room and kitchen, which is in the 
basement of the boys’ home, will 
eventually be made into a recreation 
hall. 

The Home for Children property, 
valued at $237,146.90, consists of the 
following modern brick homes: one 
superintendent’s home, three. cottages 
for children with individual laun- 
dries, and one farm manager’s home. 
Besides these buildings there are a 
frame home, one concrete fire-proof 
barn, walk-in cooler, and a granary. 
We have our own bus and transport 
the children to and from school and 
church. 

The farm manager and his wife, 
Mr. and Mrs. F. C. White, with the 
assistance of the larger boys, raise all 
meat, vegetables, wheat for flour, and 
corn for meal. We have a dairy herd

which supplies the home with milk, 


and butter. We raise our own chickens 
for eggs and the meat. This year we 
have baled 3,336 bales of hay and 
our granary is full of oats. We have

two tractors and our farm equipment 
is modern. We do our own baling and 
harvesting and some for our neigh- 
bors, too. 

The matrons, Robilee Ledford, Mary 
Grant, and Mrs. C. E. Winstead, are 
responsible for a certain number of 
children, their clothes, health, home 
and Christian training, and dis- 
cipline. Each child has certain duties 
to perform in their home. There are 
regular study hours, and recreational 
time. Each matron strives to have 
as much real home life for the children 
as possible. Each home has its daily 
devotions beside morning and evening_

prayer with all the children together 
before the morning and evening 
meals. 


Mrs. Eva Liford, cook, with the 
help of some of the girls, serves three 
meals daily in the central dining 
room. All children eat together under 
the supervision of their respective ma- 
trons. Each child clears his own place 
at the table when through with 
each meal and leaves the dining hall 
with the others in his group. 

The Home for Children employs one 
maintenance man, Brother C. E. Win- 
stead. Brother Winstead is responsible 
for all repairs and upkeep of buildings. 
Besides this, he helps his wife manage 
the boys’ home and assists in the 
buying of all home supplies. 

The superintendent, the Rev. P. H. 
McCarn, is on duty at all times ready 
to help wherever and whenever he is 
needed: He approves and: supervises 
all office work, all the homes, and 
the farm work. He is very patient and 
kind in helping the children with 
their problems and advising them 
with their school work. 

Our children’s day begins at 6 a.m. 
when each child rises and straightens 
his own bed. Breakfast is. served at 
6:30 a.m. After breakfast each child 
performs his household duty and gets 
ready to leave for school at.8 a.m. 
The children have lunch in the lunch-

tired businessman of Gaffney, South Carolina, of- 
fered the Church of God 125 acres of land with 
buildings, to be used for a home for children. The state 
council with our state overseer studied the proposition, 
took a vote of. the ministers in the state, and decided 
to accept the gift, which is valued at approximately 
$55,000. A small dairy which was also given has been in- 
creased until it now numbers thirty milk cows. 
January 1 was a day long to be remembered, for that 
day the first children arrived; namely: Darline, Billy, 
and Sandra Sellers, and Tommy Woods. Our number has 
since increased to fifteen, and provisions and plans are 
under way to increase our housing facilities. The Church- 
es of God throughout the State of South Carolina have

rallied to the need by sending approximately $1,400 worth 
of food and equipment, making it possible for us to ad- 
vance as far as we have. 


During our camp meeting this year it was decided to 
have the dedication of the Home for Children. Brother 
H. B. Ramsey, Overseer of South Carolina, and Brother 
Houston R. Morehead, now our General Overseer, led a 
motorcade of about fifty cars to the home. These great 
men of God spoke to us of the tremendous responsibility 
that is ours to do all within our power to help the un- 
fortunate children of our land today. This service will 
linger long in our memories. We pray that the Home for 
Children in South Carolina will not only be a blessing to 
this state alone, but that the Church in general will be 
blessed because of the efforts put forth here.

room at school and are home by 
3:15 p.m. The boys who help on the 
farm and the girls who help with the 
meals begin their work while the 
others help with the laundry and 
other household duties and play. Sup- 
per is served at 5 p.m. After the meal 
the children study their school lessons, 
then come devotions, bath and bed- 
time. 


All the children are required to at- 
tend Sunday School and Sunday morn- 
ing service. They may attend any 
weekday services and revivals when- 
ever they wish. A large number of 
our children are Christians and are 
members of the Kannapolis church. 
Some of the children are choir mem- 
bers and take active part in the serv- 
ices. 


The Home for Children is governed 
by a nine-member Board of Directors 
and an Executive Committee with a 
superintendent, the Rev. P. H. McCarn, 
on constant duty. All children that 
are accepted into the home must be 
residents of North Carolina and rec- 
ommended by the Welfare Depart- 
ment of their county with a case his- 
tory and a written application. Each 
child must have health and mental 
examinations before entering our 
Home. The Board of Directors accepts 
or rejects all applications. All appli- 
cations are considered prayerfully and 
with respect as to the need of the 
child, regardless of their church de- 
nomination, with the hope of making 
good Church of God members for the 
future. 


The Home for Children is supported 
by the churches in North Carolina. 
Each church raises three cents per 
Sunday School attendant and fifty 


cents per church member. Of course, 
there are donations and our farm in- 
come. Each year we have a harvest 
festival. Each church receives an of- 
fering of staple or canned goods, 
meats, fruits, or anything in the food 
line. This is all gathered, and with 
our own canning, solves our biggest 
food problem. Each church in the 
state donates a Christmas gift to a 
child; this makes the children very 
happy at Christmas. 

Each child and all the matrons are 
given a two weeks’ vacation during 
the summer and a week’s vacation 
during the Christmas season. 

Our Home for Children has been in 
operation twelve and one-half years, 
and we are very thankful for our 
Orphanage and the management. We 
have been told by inspecting officers 
of the State of North Carolina that 
we have one of the finest institutions 
of its size in the South. 

We know that God had a hand in 
the organizing of our Home and He 
has supplied our every need. We are 
trusting Him for today and for the 
future. We desire your sincere prayers 
for a spiritual revival among our chil- 
dren.

wholesome recreation. Now we are 
building a gymnasium where the chil- 
dren may play the year around, and 
learn many important lessons of 
sportsmanship and fair play. A troop 
of Boy Scouts and one of Explorers 
are maintained. This also gives the 
boys recreation as well as moral train- 
ing. 





The girls enjoy swimming and 
games with less physical exertion and 
take piano lessons as a study to help 
them prepare for usefulness in the 
church or community where they 
may live. 


Last, but not least, the morai train- 
ing of our boys and girls is of the 
utmost importance. It behooves all 
thirty-six workers here, including the 
management, to strive with all of our 
hearts, souls and bodies to help each 
boy and girl to be morally strong 
and dependable in every deal. How 
do we do it? Here are some of the 
ways and means used in this develop- 
ment. The children are separated in 
groups, from twelve to eighteen in 
each group, with a housemother in 
charge. The smaller the children, the 
smaller the number in the group, be- 
cause they need more personal super- 
vision than larger children. 


These children are taught to respect, 
obey and love their yhousemother. 
When a problem arises it is settled 
by the golden rule. The children are 
taught to do chores in the Home at 
an early age. They dress, make their 
own beds, clean their rooms, bath- 
rooms, halls and get ready for meals. 
There are many routine channels to 
follow so that each child does his 
part and learns that discipline is one 
of the important factors of life. 


The boys learn to work on the farm, 
some in craft work, some in laundry, 
some in maintenance work, while the 
girls work in the kitchen, dining hall 
and laundry. With all the work to do, 
there are a large number to work, 
making the task short with plenty of 
time for recreation. 

We are striving to build strong, 
moral, well-educated boys and girls 
with love for God and the Church 
that has made this Home possible.
